Rese Week, being Easter Week, “Soccer News” will be 
delivered on Thursday, April 6, instead of Friday, which is Good 
Friday. 
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This year—1950—we extend a welcome to our new President, Mr. Geoffrey 
Cohen (a keen Soccer enthusiast). It is unfortunate that Mr. Cohen is not with 
us today as he is at present travelling in England, but on the next page we print 
a message from him which he sends us from London, to herald the start of what 
we all feel will be the greatest Victorian soccer year of all time. 

From 1949, when a total of 28 clubs fielded a varying number of senior and 
junior teams, a great advance has been made to 1950, when 38 clubs, fielding 
senior and junior teams, and two new purely junior teams are taking the field 
today. 

Sad to say, one of last year’s teams, Y.C.W.M., has disappeared, but old- 
timer, Coburg, is back in its place, together with newcomers, Melbourne, Rangers, 
Royal Caledonians, White Eagles (Jugo-Slav team), Bentleigh, Moorabbin, Navy 
(from Flinders), Police, J.U.S.T. (also Jugo-Slavs) and from the Western Dis- 
trict come two very welcome additions—Geelong Celtic, and, too late for inclu- 
sion in the 3rd division, International Harvester, who will play in the 3rd division 
reserves. In the Junior section are two new purely Junior sides—National Fitness 
Council (Highett) and Army Apprentices’ School (Balcombe). 

In the first division we see also a new name—‘‘Footscray City.’ This isg. 
our old friend, Bradford, with a new coat of duco and a few new faces ar 
many old ones. To accommodate Il these teams it has been found necessar 
to form a new division of the League so that we now see a 3rd division (North 
and a 3rd division (South), witti~. 3rd division (reserves), including resery : 
teams from both sections. Proof thet Victoria has gained recognition in othér — 
States is given by the selection of three Victorians, Jack, Wilson and Kennedy 
for the Australian team to tour South Africa this year. It was unfortunate that 
Kennedy was later compelled to withdraw for personal reasons, thereby causing 
Victoria to lose a hard won place in the side. In the selection of these three 
players we are largely indebted to our delegate on the Selection Committee~ 
Mr. W. R. Thomas, and also to our old friend, Mr. J. O. Wilshaw, of the 
“Sporting Globe,” who as Tasmanian delegate, gave tremendous support to the 
Victorian cause. Today in this edition we look back for a brief space to the 
glories of last season. On our cover we see that gallant band of Victorians 
who drew with the Jugo-Slav tourists at the M.C.G. 

Among the other illustrations we see Park Rangers, Dockerty Cup winners 
and the only team to defeat Brighton last year; Brighton, Ist division winners, 
who were undefeated in League games last year; Sandringham City, 2nd division 
winners, also undefeated in League games, and last but not least George Cross, 
who won the 3rd division only after a play-off against their great rivals, Juve- 
ntus, who gained promotion to the 2nd division with them. 

From this point we look forward to even greater glories and to the day when ~ 
Soccer is played from one end of Victoria to the other—not only by adults, but 
also in the schools. 2

Founded by Ivan Kuketz, of Brighton fame, the club will be playing on a 
ground at the corner of Swan Street and Punt Road, Richmond, opposite Mace- 
donians’ ground. Colors are, blue guernsey, white shorts and red stockings. 

Prominent on the playing side is Eric Dobric, who last season played with 
Brighton. Eric played in Belgrade with the Belgrade Sports Club and was chosen 
to represent Jugo-Slavia at the Olympic Games in London. On the way home 
he left the train in Germany and, becoming a D.P., came to Australia. His 
ability is unquestioned, being a hard worker and a dangerous man near you ! 

Peter Vidovic, inside-left, played with the Hajduk team in SPLIT (Jugo- 
Slavia) and later for four years inyNazi prison camps. Ivan Krespi, inside- 
right, was in the Hajduk side, too, as also was George Rakic, right-half. 

Vojislav Lalovic, centre-half, from Belgrade, was taken by the Nazis and 
made a forced labourer. Later, turning up in Naples, he was signed by the 
famous “Canecitta” club, with whom he played until coming to Australia.

JUNIOR ASSOCIATION NOTES 


The Junior Association at a meeting held late last season, decided that it 
would change its age groups for the 1950 sbason, so that it would be more in 
line with the other States. With this in mitd, age groups were adopted as fol- 
lows:—Under 20, Under 18, Under 16, and Under 28 

So poor was the response for teams in the Under 20 age group, due, no 
doubt, to the fact that many clubs consider that when a boy reaches 20 years of 
age, it is time he was playing senior football that it has been decided that the 
four Under 20 teams applying for entrance, be absorbed into the two sections 
of the Under 18 division. 

This means now that the Junior Association will have four leagues; an 
under 18 group consisting of 8 teams, an under 18 group consisting of 9 teams, 
an under 16 group consisting of 10 teams, and an under 14 schoolboy group con- 
sisting of 12 teams. 

The divisions are as follows :— 

Under 18 “A” Section—Sandringham City, Park Rangers, Army Appren- 
tices, Brighton, Box Hill, Hakoah, Sunshine United, and South Yarra. 

Under 18 “B’ Section—Preston, Moorabbin, Yallourn, Metters, Coburg, 
Ringwood, Juventus, Western Suburbs, and South Melbourne United. 

Under 16—Ringwood, Preston, Park Rangers, Northcote, South Yarra, South 
Melbourne United, Box Hill, Sunshine United, Brighton, and Sandringham City. 

Under 14—Sunshine United, Brighton, South Melbourne United, Coburg, 
Sandringham City, Bentleigh, Box Hill, Highett National Fitness, Metters, Park 
Rangers, Preston, and Western Suburbs. 

Interstate games arranged for the season will be a visit by our Under 20 
team to South Australia to compete against that State for the “Skolnik’” Cup, 
and in addition we are to receive a visit from the Charlestown club at Newcastle, 
New South Wales, of their Under 20 Junior team. 

In preparation for our visit from the Charlestown club, accommodation will 
be required for the visiting players, and the secretary of the Junior Association 
would welcome any offers to billet one or two of these boys during thir stay 
here in Melbourne. The visit is expected to take plac in August for a period 
of approximately ten days. The Junior Association secretary is Mr. J, A. Olsen, 
of 314 Inkerman Street, East St. Kilda, who will be glad to hear from those who 
can help out with accommodation. 
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LEARN FROM VICTORIA’S STARS 


ONE — “Inside Forward Play’ 
By JACKIE WILSON 


In the present-day style of football in which backs and half-backs specialise 
in close marking a great deal of responsibility for the close linking up of defence 
and attack rests with the inside forward. 

In order to do this and to gather up loose balls the inside forward has to 
lie back. The distance he lies back depends on the run of the game, but as a 
. tule it is necessary for one inside forward to lie further back than the other. 
These tactics are naturally dependant on the inside forward's understanding with 
his wing halfs. 

Amongst the functions he is expected to perform is to be the schemer-in-chief 
by opening up attacks and creating goal scoring opportunities and still find time 
to be up to meet centres, especially from the opposite winger, and to score goals. 
At least four forwards should be in the shooting line when an attack is being 
pressed home, the inside forward who is “UP” depending on which side of the 
field the attack develops. Wing halves will be expected to be in close support 
when attacking. In defence, the inside forward is required to mark an opponent 
from throw-ins, drop right back for corner kicks, and chase or worry opponents 
who attempt to dribble forward from mid-field. 

Thus the inside forward is one of the key men and he covers a terrific amount 
of ground (more than any other player); therefore he needs to possess good 
stamina and be fit enough to play the whole 90 minutes at full speed. 

The chief asset of an inside forward is to be two-footed, a good dribbler, 
possess good ball control and to pass accurately. As he covers so much ground, 
good positional sense is very necessary. Constant practice is necessary to de- 
velop these attributes and the best coaches usually concentrate on these points. 


J. R. WILSON 
[Jackie Wilson, of Park Rangers, the Australian inside right against South 
Africa this year, played last year for Victoria against Jugo-Slavia in the game 
which ended in a draw. Wilson scored Victoria's third goal. He is regarded 
by most soccer authorities as one of the finest Australian-born and trained inside 
men and we can recommend all junior players to read and digest and generally 
take note of his article.—Editor.]

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GIPPSLAND GLEANINGS 


The Soccer spark was kindled in Yallourn in 1923, when the influx of young 
migrants from overseas set the round ball rolling. With the exception of one 
short break in 1944-46 the game has been played continuously in the district 
ever Since. 

Nowadays the Yallourn side is well known to Melbourneites, but what is 
not known so well is the effort required to keep the club in being. Each and 
every week throughout the football season the Yallourn club pays out £20/10/- 
in transport charges to take its 1st, 2nd and Under 19 teams to and from Mel- 


-~_ bourne. We feel that such an effort is unsurpassed by any club and that 


even the wealthiest Aussie rules clubs, with their huge ‘‘gates,”’ might jib at such 
an expense. But the Yallourn club thinks that it is worth while and though at 
the moment they have suffered relegation to the 2nd Division, they are deter- 
mined to fight their way back to the 1st Division so that the quality of the foot- 
ball may not suffer in an area where the quantity is spreading so rapidly. 
Pioneers of the club were Jock Cairns, ‘Bluey’? Melton, Andy Dyer and Tom 
Oddy, who, together with Tom and Andy Carmichael and Joe Law, joined in 
the formation of the then Central Gippsland League. The club's ground since 
1936 has been No. 3 Sports Oval, and for years the dressing accommodation 
(which the club built themselves) was somewhat cramped. Now, however, a 
new magnificent series of club rooms has been built, including dressing rooms, 
with hot and cold showers, board rooms and a cafeteria (staffed by the Ladies’ 
Committee). 

Junior strength of the club, as usual, is very good, and on Saturday victories 
over South Melbourne’s Under 16 and 19 teams in friendly games did much to 
boost local morale for the ensuing season. 


CENTRAL GIPPSLAND SCHOOLBOY SOCCER ASSOCIATION 


In 1935 Messrs Toddy and Evans built wo schoolboy teams in Yallourn 
and in 1936 these were joined by a third tuam. From this the Schoolboys’ 
Association spread. 

In 1940 the Dunkling Shield—the schoolboy championship of Victoria— 
was won by Yollourn. Interest has grown in schoolboy soccer since the war, 
and now we find four Yallourn teams, i.e., Rangers, St. John’s, Methodists, St. 
Andrew's, and one from Morwell in the 1950 competition. 

Boys who have passed out of the Junior sides are now clamouring for inclu- 
sion in the senior sides in Yallourn, so that expansion in the number of senior 
sides must shortly follow.
